And,  oh,  how 
we  strive  to  do  just  that,  searching 
endlessly  for  that  specimen  that 
shows  not  a  mark  on  its  pristine  sur¬ 
face  •  neither  a  bag  mark,  ding  or 
plain  old  dirt  marring  its  flawless 
appearance.  I  must  confess  that  I 
admire  these  “sterile”  gems  as  much 
as  anyone  and,  like  everyone  else, 
strive  to  add  them  to  my  collection. 

But  the  key  work  in  the  foregoing 
statement  is  “sterile”  gems  as  much 
as  anyone  and,  like  everyone  else, 
strive  to  add  them  to  my  collection. 

But  the  key  word  in  the  foregoing 
statement  is  “sterile”  for  these  coins 
of  beauty  surely  are  sterile  in  the  fact 
that  they  have  lain  in  someone’s 
safe,  lockbox  or  dresser  drawer  or 
else  in  some  collector’s  possession 
for  lo  these  many  years,  shown  only 
to  his  friends  and  fellow  collectors 
and  venturing  not  into  the  wide 
world  of  commerce  where  they  were 
originally  struck  to  serve. 

In  not  serving  this  purpose  they 
remain  as  the  Vestal  Virgins  of  the 
world  of  commerce,  unsullied  and 
unstained  and,  in  my  thoughts, 
unfulfilled  in  not  serving  their  or¬ 
dained  purpose.  Oh,  but  not  the  cir¬ 
culated  coin,  it  has  served  its  pur¬ 
pose.  It  has  been  out  in  this  cruel  old 
world,  and,  as  the  “boys”  would  say, 
"It  has  been  around,”  every  ding, 


scratch  and  rub  mark  is  a  “hash 
mark  of  service”  and  says  “I  have 
served.” 

Seriously,  the  romance  of  fanta¬ 
sizing  where  a  coin  has  traveled, 
whose  purse  it  has  shared,  and  what 
troubles  and  joy  it  has  seen  conjures 
images  of  faraway  places  and  times 
in  the  distant  past.  I  hold  in  my 
hand  as  I  write  these  lines  a  tetrad- 
rachma  circa  AD  268,  struck  in 
Alexandra,  Egypt  during  the  reign 
of  the  Emperor  Gallienus.  The  coin 
is  well  worn,  well  traveled  and  one 
can  only  wonder  what  Legionnaire 
received  this  bit  of  bronze  with  a 
trace  of  silver  as  his  pay,  and  what 
did  he  spend  it  on!  Perhaps  a  night 
on  the  town  in  the  company  of  some 
sloe-eyed  Egyptian  lady  of  the  even¬ 
ing;  perhaps  wine  for  he  and  his 
mates  -  maybe  he  even  spent  it 
foolishly! 

Here  I  hold  a  well-worn  Flowing 
Hair  dollar  dated  1795  -  a  fine  collec¬ 
tor’s  piece  even  in  its  condition,  but 
even  more  here  is  a  coin  that  could 
well  have  been  carried  by  George 
Washington  or  Jefferson  -  whatall  it 
has  seen!  What  has  transpired  right 
under  the  skinny  eagle’s  beak? 

Lo,  here’s  a  Flying  eagle  cent  - 
worn  but  still  a  handsome  coin. 
Maybe  it  brought  some  Blue  Belly’s 
cut  plug  or  rode  in  some  Johnny 
Reb's  pocket,  for  they  used  the  cop¬ 
pers  too,  you  know.

Texas  As  A  Republic  —  Part  IV

Meetings  were  held,  tempers  and 
speeches  waxed  hot  -  the  Anglo  col¬ 
onists  of  Texas  resented  the  forces  of 
Mexico,  especially  the  Mexican 
troops  comprised  chiefly  of  rogues 
and  convicts.  As  anxieties  and  inci¬ 
dents  increased,  what  was  once  the 
voice  of  a  few  became  the  resolution 
of  the  entire  Anglo  populace,  revolt 
against  Mexico!  Thus  began  the 
revolution  in  Texas. 

Each  soldier  was  to  finance  him¬ 
self,  that  is,  each  man  was  expected 
to  bring  his  own  horse,  bedroll,  gun 
and  ammunition.  Each  community 
did  its  best  to  help  build  and 
strengthen  the  army.  Occasionally, 
in  exchange  for  stock  or  supplies,  a 
receipt  was  given  acknowledging 
the  acquisition.  Although  the  re¬ 
ceipts  were  not  money,  they  were 
exchanged  for  other  supplies  by  the 
recipients;  thus,  they  were  the  fore¬ 
runners  of  millions  of  paper  dollars 
FEBRUARY,  1986 


which  were  later  circulated  by  the 
Republic.  Scarcely  had  the  sounds  of 
cracking  rifles  and  the  shouts  of 
‘’Remember  the  Alamo”  and  “Re¬ 
member  Goliad”  died  away  before 
the  governing  body  of  Texas  met  a 
most  difficult  10-year  existence. 
With  the  battles  over  and  the  glories 
won,  new  demands  arose  -  the  press¬ 
ing  needs  of  credit  and  revenue. 

By  October  1835,  after  the  first  few 
months  of  the  revolution,  the  Texas 
debt  was  $374,300  and  the  needs  of 
the  Army  were  increasing.  Until 
more  permanent  financial  support 
could  be  arranged,  William  McKin¬ 
ney  and  his  wealthy  merchant  part¬ 
ner,  Samuel  Williams,  volunteered 
the  financial  services  of  their  firm. 
On  Oct.  22, 1835,  a  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  was  organized  and  the  first 
drafts  were  issued. 

Loans  from  merchants  and  gifts 
from  sympathetic  cities  such  as  New 
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Orleans,  Nashville  and  Nacogdoch¬ 
es,  plus  the  issuance  of  audited 
drafts  were  the  main  sources  of 
money  during  the  early  days  of  the 
revolution.  In  comparison  with  the 
importance  of  the  revolt,  the  actual 
cost  of  the  war  was  trivial.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  by  the  end  of  August  1836,  the 
total  debt  was  approximately 
$1,250,000. 

The  drafts  on  the  Provisional 
Government  were  issued  from 
Washington-on-the-Brazos  where 
the  General  Council  met  in  early 
March  1836.  Washington  was  soon 
evacuated  ahead  of  the  advancing 
Mexican  Army,  and  they  were  is¬ 
sued  from  San  Felipe-de-Austin,  a 
much  older  community  which  had 
been  a  center  of  revolutionary  ef¬ 
forts.  The  capitol  was  moved  next  to 
Velasco  and  drafts  were  again  is¬ 
sued.  Heretofore,  all  were  handwrit¬ 
ten  on  buff,  pink  or  yellow  paper,  but 
from  Velasco  came  the  first  printed 
drafts.  Still  later  the  capitol  was 
moved  to  Columbia.  Presumably 
due  to  uncertainty  on  the  part  of  the 
printers,  most  drafts  printed  for  is¬ 
suance  from  Columbia  did  not  show 
the  city,  instead  it  was  entered  in 
manuscript.  The  number  of  drafts 
issued  by  the  Provisional  Govern¬ 
ment  or  at  Velasco  or  Columbia  is 
not  known. 

Meanwhile,  representatives  of  the 
government  were  sent  to  New  Or¬ 
leans,  Mobile,  Nashville,  New  York 
and  Philadelphia  to  try  to  sell  bonds 
and  to  obtain  loans  with  which  to 
finance  the  outstanding  drafts  and 
to  meet  current  expenses.  The  only 
marketable  asset  in  Texas  was  her 


land.  At  first  the  government  tried  to 
mortgage  land  at  50«  per  acre.  Se¬ 
cond,  the  land  was  to  be  sold  at  the 
same  price.  Finally,  in  order  to  stim¬ 
ulate  immigrants  and  to  reward  the 
veterans  of  the  revolution,  the  gov¬ 
ernment  gave  away  the  land  in  the 
form  of  headrights.  These  were  trad¬ 
ed  and  bartered,  constituting  a  me¬ 
dium  of  exchange  at  about  50t  per 
acre. 

Nevertheless,  the  first  paper  mo¬ 
ney,  as  such,  was  the  Star  Notes 
which  were  issued  in  1837  and  Jan¬ 
uary  1838.  Only  $514,510  was  is¬ 
sued,  much  of  which  was  later  re¬ 
funded  or  redeemed.  The  notes,  al¬ 
though  containing  Sam  Houston's 
name,  were  signed  for  him  by  Wil¬ 
liam  G.  Cooke,  then  a  Treasury  em¬ 
ployee. 

Although  Texas  was  issuing  these 
first  notes,  she  continued  to  issue 
drafts,  bonds,  consolidated  fund 
scrip  and  notes  in  great  numbers. 
Creditors  were  paid  in  audited  drafts 
issued  from  the  seat  of  government, 
Houston,  Austin,  Washington  and 
back  to  Austin.  These  drafts  which 
were  received  by  the  merchants  and 
factors  (bankers)  during  the  course 
of  business  were  exchanged  for  cur¬ 
rency,  bonds,  Consolidated  Fund 
scrip  or  interest-bearing  Consoli¬ 
dated  Fund  bonds.  Confusing??  Yes, 
but  it  was  a  slowly  failing  attempt  to 
keep  afloat  a  public  debt  of 
$7,000,000  which  was  impossible  to 
pay.  The  notes,  bonds,  scrip,  etc., 
were  accepted  reluctantly  by  the 
merchants  at  a  ruinous  discount.  By 
late  1841,  the  currency  substitutes 
were  worth  about  two  cents  on  the 
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dollar  and  were  accepted,  even  at 
that  low  figure,  only  by  speculators. 

Further  complicating  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  Texas  Congress  of  the 
early  1840s  was  the  issuance  of  mun¬ 
icipal  scrip  by  Houston,  Austin,  San 
Felipe,  Velasco,  Bastrop,  Columbia, 
Matagorda  and  the  private  issues  of 
Briscoe  &  Harris,  Kelsey  H.  Doug¬ 
lass,  R.  Mills,  the  Nacogdoches  Real 
Estate  Deposit  &  Exchange  Co.,  and 
others.  Also,  there  were  speculative 
land  scrip  by  promoters  and  notes 
and  bonds  of  cities  and  private  firms 
of  Louisiana,  as  well  as  those  of 
Mobile,  Philadelphia  and  cities  in 
between.  The  notes  were  brought 
into  Texas  by  the  promoters  who 
passed  them  for  whatever  they  could 
obtain.  The  merchants  and  trades¬ 
men  in  turn  discounted  all  paper  to 
the  value  published  in  the  Houston 
or  Galveston  newspapers. 

From  what  has  been  discussed, 
one  can  see  that  Texas  had  a  fiscal 
mess  on  her  hands  in  the  early 
1840s. 

Since  there  was  never  sufficient 
funds  to  buy  the  gold,  silver  or  cop¬ 
per  necessary  for  coinage,  there  nev¬ 
er  were  any  coins  of  the  Republic. 
The  minutes  of  the  various  govern¬ 
ing  bodies  never  refer  to  any  prop¬ 
osal  for  the  striking  of  coins.  Evi¬ 
dently,  it  was  hard  enough  keeping 
the  paper  money  presses  running. 
Most  of  the  coins  that  were  passed  in 
trade  were  from  Mexico  and  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States.  Although  in  most  instan¬ 
ces  commerce  was  conducted 
through  barter  and  exchange,  in 
larger  transactions  it  was  by  letters 
of  credit. 


During  President  Sam  Houston’s 
first  term  of  office  some  economy 
was  practiced  and  the  debts  climbed 
slowly.  At  the  close  of  his  adminis¬ 
tration  there  was  $2,061,614.70  out¬ 
standing  in  audited  claims,  $396,800 
in  military  scrip  and  $30,400  in  land 
scrip,  the  latter  two  being  in  ten  per 
cent  stock.  The  total  was  slightly 
less  than  two  and  one  half  million 
dollars.  Land  scrip  for  1,261,800 
acres  was  also  outstanding  and 
which  had  to  be  considered  at  50<t 
per  share  for  funding  purposes. 

Up  to  this  time,  December  11, 
1838,  Texas  had  issued  audited 
drafts,  star  notes,  government 
notes,  change  notes  of  two  types, 
bonds  and  consolidated  fund  shares 
and  certificates,  plus  land  scrip. 
Municipal,  county  and  private  is¬ 
sues  were  also  made  to  a  limited 
extent.

This  month’s  article  will  focus  on 
coin  shows,  a  most  important  aspect 
of  our  hobby.  Coin  shows  or  conven¬ 
tions  are  scheduled  almost  every 
week  somewhere  in  the  United 
States.  Often  you  can  find  a  couple 
in  your  local  area,  and  you  should 
try  to  attend  every  show  you  can. 

Next  to  books,  the  bourse  floor  is 
the  best  source  of  education  in  our 
hobby.  "Hands-on”  experience,  and 
direct  contact  with  dealers,  provides 
valuable  lessons  in  dealing  with 
rare  coins.  The  contacts  you  make 
(and  impressions  you  make  on  oth¬ 
ers)  can  be  of  great  value  in  your 
future  hobby  dealings.  Therefore,  it 
is  important  to  act  in  a  mature,  bus¬ 
inesslike  manner  at  these  shows. 

Listed  below  are  a  few  important 
rules  of  conduct  to  follow  when  you 
attend  a  coin  show: 

NUMISMATIC  ETIQUETTE 

1.  Always  wash  your  hands 
before  and  after  dealing 
with  coins.  Dirt  and 
grease  from  your  hands 
can  contaminate  a  coin 
and  decrease  its  value. 
Likewise,  dirt  and  bacteria 
from  a  coin  could  pose  a 


health  threat  to  you. 

2.  Never  remove  a  coin  from 
its  holder  before  asking 
permission  from  the  deal¬ 
er.  If  you  must  hold  the 
coin,  hold  it  properly  be¬ 
tween  thumb  and  forefin¬ 
ger  above  a  protective  tray. 

3.  Never  smoke  around  coins, 
as  the  smoke  will  contam¬ 
inate  the  surface  of  the 
coin,  and  cause  a  decrease 
in  value.  Likewise,  do  not 
talk  directly  over  a  coin 
that  is  not  in  a  protective 
holder,  as  small  amounts 
of  saliva  can  react  with  a 
coin’s  surface  and  cause 
damage  that  results  in  a 
less  valuable  coin. 

4.  Be  polite  in  your  dealings 
with  coin  dealers,  even  if 
you  disagree  with  them. 
Tell  the  dealer  privately 
and  quietly  why  you  dis¬ 
agree,  and  try  to  work  out  a 
solution.  Remember  to 
praise  in  public,  condemn 
in  private! 

5.  Do  your  homework  before 
the  show.  Know  what  you 
want  and  what  you  are  will-

ing  to  pay  for  a  coin.  This 
will  save  you  and  the  deal¬ 
er  a  lot  of  time. 

6.  Never  be  afraid  to  ask  a 
dealer  why  he  grades  a 
coin  a  certain  grade.  His 
answer  will  probably  be  of 
great  educational  value  to 
you.  Remember,  you  can 
never  learn  too  much! 

7.  It  is  acceptable  to  ask  a 
dealer  if  he  will  accept  a 
lower  price  on  a  coin,  but 
do  not  insult  the  dealer 
with  an  unrealistic  offer. 

Also,  never  press  the  issue, 
as  the  dealer  knows  how 
much  he  needs  to  cover  his 
expenses  and  investment 
in  the  coin. 

8.  For  security  reasons  take 
all  badges  and  convention 
material  off  and  put  them 
in  your  pocket  before  leav¬ 
ing  the  bourse  floor.  Never 
advertise  that  you  collect 
coins  (except  to  promote 
the  hobby!).  Would-be 
thieves  can  spot  a  conven¬ 
tion-goer  a  mile  away! 

Following  these  rules,  and  the 
rules  of  common  sense,  your  exper¬ 
ience  at  a  coin  show  can  be  a  valu¬ 
able,  rewarding,  and  educational 

one. 

Remember,  the  Sesquicentennial 
is  upon  us.  Let's  celebrate  our  150th 
Birthday  with  an  attractive  coin  ex¬ 
hibit  that  will  educate  and  attract 
others  to  our  great  hobby.

All  of  these  thoughts  simply  rein¬ 
force  my  belief  that  there's  an  awful 
lot  to  say  for  the  “circ  coin"  -  a  tre¬ 
mendous  amount  of  fantasizing  and 
romance  to  be  gleamed  from  these 
culls  of  the  gem  collector’s  pile,  and 
as  long  as  there  are  collectors  who 
practice  their  hobby  for  fun  and 
pasttime,  the  circulated  coin  will 
have  a  hallowed  place  in  numisma¬ 
tics!
